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Sweeping cuts could lead county court to close 


Epsom’s last standing court of jus¬ 
tice may shut its doors as part of 
wide-ranging budget cuts that will 
see hundreds of courts closing 
throughout the country: 

The Ministry of Justice (MoJ) an¬ 
nounced the start of a consultation, 
asking for views to improve the ser¬ 
vices courts such as Epsom County 
Court provide, and has released a 
document suggesting it should move 
to Guildford and Reigate. 

Closing the East Street court 
would save the MoJ about £500,000 a 
year, but could cost 11 jobs. 

Mark Serwotka, general secretary 
of the Public and Commercial Ser¬ 
vices Union, condemned the cuts 
and said they showed the new Gov¬ 
ernment was determined to ruth¬ 
lessly axe public services. 

He said: “The ink on George Os¬ 
borne's Budget of cuts was barely 
dry before ministers made this an¬ 
nouncement, which threatens to 
devastate the administration of jus¬ 
tice in our communities. 

“It shows in stark reality that 
when public spending is cut, essen-

tial services inevitably suffer, 

“As well as devastating access to 
local justice, we estimate at least 
1.000 jobs could be at risk. 

“It will also remove the ability of 
newspapers like the Epsom 
Guardian to effectively report on 
the legal process.” 

Epsom’s county and magistrates’ 
courts used to operate next door to 
each other until 2004, but all magis¬ 
trates’ cases were taken to Redhill 
and Guildford magistrates’ courts, 
after both courts were moved from 
the Parade to East Street. 

The magistrates’ court moved to 
East Street despite no cases being 
dealt with there. 

Epsom's historical courts were 
the stage for important cases like 
suffragette Emmeline Pankhurst’s 
trial after the Prime Minister’s 
house was set on fire, sufraggette 
Emily Davison's inquest after her 
death at Derby Day in 1913, and the 
inquest of Sergeant Thomas Green, 


who died in the 1919 riots. 

Both buildings in the Parade, one 
dating from Edwardian times and 
the other built in the 1930s. are now 
owned by owned by County and 
Metropolitan Homes, and a plan¬ 
ning application to redevelop them 
might be presented to the planning 
committee next month. 

The county court in East Street 
carried on dealing with civil, family 
and divorce cases. 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom and 
Ewell, said: “I’m obviously disap¬ 
pointed about Epsom County Court, 
hut the harsh reality is the Govern¬ 
ment is going to have to take some 
tough decisions to sort out the fi¬ 
nancial mess the last Government 
left behind.” 

Solicitor Richard Long, of 
Richard Long and Co, said: “The ad¬ 
vantage, or purpose, of a County 
Court is that people can place an ap¬ 
plication to pursue outstanding 
debt. It's very good to be able to deal 
with that locally, but if you have to 
go to Guildford it’s going to 
be more difficult, so people might 


decide they don’t want to purse that 
debt. County Court should be readi¬ 
ly accessible by business and it’s a 
shame if Epsom has to close, be¬ 
cause it means that people have to 
travel further to claim,” 

Courts Minister Jonathan Djano- 
gly said: “The arrangements we 
have are historical and now need to 
be re-assessed to ask whether they 
properly meet the needs of commu¬ 
nities as they are today 
“We increasingly use the internet 
and email to communicate and ac¬ 
cess services and we travel further 
to work, for leisure and to do our 
weekly shop. We now r have the op¬ 
portunity to think afresh about how 
we can create a more modern, fit* 
for-purpose justice system in line 
with the way we live our lives."

Keeping order: The past 
times of borough’s courts 


Courts have been held in and 
around Epsom from the 13th 
century 

Entries in the calendar of as¬ 
sizes illustrate some of the 
matters dealt with by the jus¬ 
tices of the peace (magis¬ 
trates). In June 1565, Rose a’ 
Borrow was indicted for 
“witching to death Alice 
Lambert, wife of Geoffrey 
Lambert”. She was sentenced 
to hang. 

Richard Cole the vicar of 
Epsom and his wife were tried 
for barratry [frequently incit¬ 
ing suits and quarrels among 
the King’s subjects]. The ver¬ 
dict was not recorded. 

The actual location of the 
courts is not clear until the 
18th century They would have 
been held in a variety of 
places, such as the Spread 


Eagle. The minutes of the 
Copthorne Hundred show that 
in the latter part of the 18th 
century courts were also held 
in Epsom in the Coffee House, 
now the Albion. 

16 Waterloo Road, once 
known as the White House, 
was designated under the 1879 
Summary Jurisdiction Act as 
an “occasional courthouse”. 
Whether it was actually used 
as such is not clear. During the 
18th and 19th century, courts 
were also occasionally held in 
the magistrates’ homes. 

A map of Epsom dated 1857 
shows the courthouse next to 
Ashley House. A1911 article by 
Touchstone in the local press 
suggests the building had be¬ 
come totally unsuited as a 
court. Presumably because it 
was decided to build the pre¬ 


sent courthouse, which is lo¬ 
cated directly opposite in Ash¬ 
ley Road. The building 
suffered some damage during 
a riot by Canadian troops in 
1919, when the police station 
opposite was attacked. It also 
suffered some damage in 1944, 
when a bomb demolished the 
top storey of the police station 
opposite. 

Epsom as a petty sessional 
division ceased to exist in 1993, 
although the courthouse con¬ 
tinued in use for some time. 
However, following various re¬ 
organisations of the Courts 
Service and the advent of 
Human Rights legislation, the 
magistrates’ court in Epsom 
ceased to exist, although for a 
time it was used by immigra¬ 
tion appeals tribunals. 

Prior to, and often after their 


appearances in front of jus¬ 
tices, offenders had to be con¬ 
fined. An engraving of Epsom 
High Street by John Hassell in 
1816 shows the Watch House. 
This building stood where the 
clock tower is now and con¬ 
tained a lock-up - stocks appar¬ 
ently stood nearby but do not 
appear in the engraving. 

They were all demolished in 
1848. From an article in one of 
the local papers in 1935, it ap¬ 
pears that when 45 High Street 
was being vacated the remains 
of what appeared to be two 
cells were discovered. 

Although some alterations 
had been made to the doors, 
the door bolts were still at¬ 
tached. Each door contained a 
trap about 6in by 8in, presum¬ 
ably to allow food to be given to 
the prisoner.

Mrs Charmaine Hast of 
TMW Solicitors said: “It’s a 
great pity that Epsom court is 
closing down because I think 
it becomes very expensive to 
travel because, not only are 


they paying for their travel, 
but the solicitors’ too. I think 
it’s a pity because the impor¬ 
tance of having a court on the 
doorstep is that if we need an 
order, we can get one quickly 
With the ever increasing pop¬ 
ulation of Epsom I think it’s a 
pity that there isn’t the ser¬ 
vices for the public.” 


Andrew Woolford, of Brett- 
Holt Solicitors, said: “It’s the 
courts moving to centralisa¬ 
tion. Where it’s going to fall 
down, as far as I can see, is 
that when you go to court you 
often find that the areas 
where I have to speak to my 
clients are overcrowded. The 
rooms are snapped up by the 


people who get there early. 
You’re sitting in the waiting 
area with a client who doesn't 
understand something, or is 
upset and it’s not satisfactory 
If you close one of our courts 
and push the people to Guild¬ 
ford or Kingston you are just 
going to exacerbate that over¬ 
crowding situation.”

A report indicates that an 
estimated 250 to 300 square 
meters will be needed at the 
council to accommodate the

fied as a suitable area. 

Epsom police station’s cur¬ 
rent building would be sold 
once officers were relocated.

“Police officers will be work¬ 
ing better with our officers 
here in the town hall. It’s not 
just about co-location is about 
integration as well.” 

Councillors decided at the 
meeting to allow negotiations 
between the Town Hall and 
Surrey Police to carry on. 

Chief Constable Rowley 
said earlier this year: “This 
year Surrey Police has contin¬ 
ued to rank as one of the 
country’s best police forces, 
with the highest levels of pub¬ 
lic confidence and the lowest 


levels of serious crime. 

“The changes taking place 
at Surrey Police will allow us 
to take these achievements 
even further whilst putting 
us on a more sustainable fi¬ 
nancial footing. 

“The new constables will 
strengthen our ability to 
tackle issues like cross-bor¬ 
der criminality, serious or¬ 
ganised crime and rape. 

“They will also allow us to 
increase the number of offi¬ 
cers working in neighbour¬ 
hood teams tackling anti 
social behaviour. 

“I am confident that, 
thanks to these new re¬ 
sources, we can meet the am¬ 
bitious targets set by the 
authority and continue to im¬ 
prove our service to the peo¬ 
ple of Surrey.”

Problems in parking PR 


A council hired a PR company 
to help improve its reputation 
following a deeply unpopular 
decision to charge blue badge 
holders for parking. 

Epsom and Ewell Council 
spent £1,150 on PR company 
Revelation Communications 
to hold two focus groups with 
blue badge holders and com¬ 
pile a report on the 
discussions. 

Its report, published at the 
end of last week, included sug¬ 
gestions for “quick PR wins” 
such as “creating free or flat 
rate disabled bays in the 
market place” to “garner pos¬ 
itive publicity”, after finding 
14 out of the 16 participants 
were against parking charges 
for the disabled. 

According to the report, par¬ 
ticipants were surprised to 
find out the “free hour” given 
to blue badge holders in coun¬ 
cil-run car parks would not be 
the first hour of parking.

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Julie Morris said: “Aside from 
the various questions and 
statistics, the key change 
seems to be that a free hour 
suggestion made by ruling RA 
councillors after the initial 
bad publicity - widely as¬ 
sumed to mean a free first 
hour - has now become free 
after paying for the first hour. 
This means there is no chance 
of avoiding being charged. 

“There’s support for more 
spaces in the Ashley Centre 
car park but Epsom and Ewell 
stands out like a sore thumb 
within the Surrey boroughs 
with its proposals.” 

The report also played down 
the role of the Epsom 
Guardian in the community 
by suggesting it filled a gap left 
by the council with “rumours 
and misinformation”. 


It read: “Communi¬ 
cation is an issue 
with major informa¬ 
tion gaps about the 
what, why, when, 
where and how of the 
changes. Constant, 
clear and consistent informa¬ 
tion from reliable and trusted 
sources, will be key.” 

Councillor Sean Sullivan 
said at the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee on Tues¬ 
day (June 29): “I’m very keen 
for balanced and clear infor¬ 
mation to be given to the press. 
What I gather from our press 
department is that it’s been 
stonewalling when it’s getting 
requests for information.” 

A questionnaire was sent out 
by the council to ask blue 
badge holders which improve¬ 
ments they would like to see in 
council-run car parks. 

But another point raised at 
the focus groups was the dis¬ 
belief that any improvements 


would actually happen. 
The report read: 
“There’s a credibility 
issue around the intro¬ 
duction of any im¬ 
provements with some 
deeply sceptical that 
these will come to fruition.” 

Coun Chris Long, vice-chair¬ 
man of the environment com¬ 
mittee, said: “We appreciate 
the issue has stirred emotions 
and created debate. 

“There are many useful sug¬ 
gestions that will need to be 
explored.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “The extra hour 
free was a decision made at the 
council meeting on February 
16. It was part of the detailed 
arrangements to be worked 
through and consulted on.” 

Objections to parking 
charges for blue badge holders 
were dealt with by the envi¬ 
ronment committee, which 
met on Wednesday, June 30.

Two-year-old Oscar was 
given prosthetic back paws by 
surgeon Noel Fitzpatrick, to 
replace ones cut off by a com¬ 
bine harvester. 

His heartbreaking story will 
be shown in The Bionic Vet, a 
new BBC One series produced 
by Wild Productions. 

Simon Cowell, managing di¬ 
rector of Wild Productions and 
co-founder of wild animal res¬ 
cue charity Wildlife Aid, said: 
“The idea is to show Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick’s work because it’s 
very cutting edge, he has this 
huge belief in one medicine. 

“We saw his work and it im¬ 
mediately struck a chord with 
us, because I think we could do 
more for animals than we have 
in the past. 

“If you had a child you would 
try to get them a new leg if 
they needed it, so why not do it

for an animal?” 

For many of the animals re¬ 
ferred to Mr 
Fitzpatrick in 
the series, he is 
their last hope. 

When Oscar 
lost his legs 
his owner flew 
in from Jersey, 
desperately 
hoping Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick’s revolutionary 
surgery would save his 
life. 

In the opening 


programme the surgeon at¬ 
tempts a world first - to save 
Oscar’s life by giving him two 
new feet, and the chance to 
walk again.

A family looking after their seriously ill baby said 
they had nothing but praise for nursing staff at St 
George’s Hospital. ROGER MILLS reports 


Dedicated couple’s 
devotion to caring 



Hospital care: Baby Liam has a rare condition known as aplastic anaemia 


T he young businessman slav¬ 
ing over his laptop in the 
middle of the night is an 
image that is easy to conjure up. 
The darkened room, the glare of 
the screen, even a few colleagues 
working round him - as he strives 
to make the business successful. 

But appearances can be decep¬ 
tive, because 29-year-old company 
owner Christian McBride has re¬ 
placed his desk for an armchair 
and the people moving quietly 
around him are nurses. 

For Christian it is just another 
night at St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting. 

For about a year Christian, and 
his wife Laura have spent many 
waking and sleeping hours in the 
specialist child’s oncology unit of 
St George’s supporting their 
13-month-old son Liam and his 
carers as they battle the disease 
aplastic anaemia. 

Their world has not been the 
same since a prolonged diagnosis 
of this very rare condition. 

He said: “We were on an oncolo¬ 
gy ward - the tests were for 
leukaemia and when we were told 
that it wasn’t leukemia we really 
saw it as a positive. But then we 
were told after some more tests 
that it was aplastic anaemia. 

“We didn’t know a lot about it 
and neither do many others. A lot 
of people say ‘Oh anaemia, my 
nan had that and they gave her 
some pills to get better’.” 


Unfortunately pills do not cure 
this disease, best summed up as a 
blood disorder in which the body’s 
bone marrow does not make 
enough new blood cells. Since 
Christmas, baby Liam has been 
treated with various invasive tech¬ 
niques that would make any par¬ 
ent weep. 

He is so small that finding veins 
is very difficult and so surgery 
needed to be performed so he 
could receive effective respite. 

A well-tried treatment for recov¬ 
ery led to the baby being in hospi¬ 
tal for six weeks while his body 
sought to house an annihilation of 
his current bone marrow in an 
attempt to restart his system. 

This led to very high tempera¬ 
tures and, particularly painful for 
his parents, temporary 
disfigurement. 

For Liam, home is now more at 
St George’s than Surrey where he 
lives with mum and dad and 
brother Oliver. 

Meeting Christian it is impossi¬ 
ble to remain unmoved by the ter¬ 
rible contradictions of a 
massively successful businessman 
and a new dad who is fighting for 
his son. 

He has a remarkable candour, 
tangible love for his family and 
the determination to do whatever 
is necessary, even if it means 
working most of the time from the 
hospital while his son sleeps. 

But this is no one-man show; his 


wife Laura dedicates herself fully 
to looking after Liam and other 
parents offer their support with¬ 
out reservation. 

Christian has nothing but praise 
for all of the staff at St George’s 
united in the common cause to get 
Liam well. 

He said: “They have been fantas¬ 
tic. All of the nurses in Pikney 
ward have always done absolutely 
everything they could for us. 

“You tend not to think of St 
George’s having such a specialist 
children’s unit but the care they 
have given has been as good as 
possible.” 

Christian agreed to this article 
as his way of highlighting the 
work done by St George’s and 
thanking the nurses who are in¬ 
volved on a daily basis in Liam’s 
struggle. 

He admits being driven by work 
and that this determination al¬ 
lows him to “stay on an even keel” 
but there are few of his age who, 
with limited qualifications, have 
been as successful. 

Not only does he own interna¬ 
tional company Genuine Solu¬ 
tions but it has been hailed by the 
Sunday Times for the speed it has 
grown and he has many employ¬ 
ees relying on him. 

But it is one very young man in 
Tooting who is also allowing 
Christian to show that he is not 
just a great businessman, but a 
great father too.

Advice on keeping teeth healthy 


Your smile is one of the first things 
people notice, so it is vital to keep it 
looking bright and healthy, writes 
Lisa Salmon. 

Yet new research reveals six out of 
10 Britons have no concerns about 
their dental health, despite the fact 
more than half of adults suffer from 
teeth and gum problems. 

This lack of concern is why the 
British Dental Health Foundation 
(BDHF) - who carried out research 
with Listerine - are urging people to 
look after their teeth. 

With 28 per cent of the UK popula¬ 
tion wearing dentures, the BDHF 
believes people should pay more 
attention to their oral hygiene. They 
advise us to brush twice daily with a 
fluoride toothpaste, visit the dentist 
regularly, and cut down on sugary 
snacks and drinks.

J ames Morrison may 
have million-selling 
albums and a string of 
sold-out gigs to his name, 
but do not think for one 
minute that he has simply 
become part of the showbiz 
machine. 

In fact, rather than be lost 
in a sea of record company 
yes-men and toeing the 
line of the bankrollers, 
Morrison is still eager to 
blaze his own trail.

MARKET WILL SURGE 
AFTER WORLD CUP 


Sales set to increase by eight per cent, according to estate agent 


Housing activity is set to surge 
by eight per cent following the 
World Cup, according to one local 
estate agent. 

England may have been 
knocked out but many football 
fans will still be glued to their TV 
screens enjoying the world class 
football, and postponing their 
house hunt until after the tour¬ 
nament. 

Your Move estate agent, which 
has a branch in Sutton, has 
looked at the number of property 
transactions completed during 
and after previous World Cups 
and found they have risen an av¬ 
erage of eight per cent following 
the tournament’s feast of football 
compared to the previous month 
when it is not on. 

For instance, in the last World 
Cup in 2006, in the month follow¬ 
ing the tournament, property 
transactions rose by 10 per cent, 
from 160,000 per month in June 
when the tournament kicked off 
to 176,000 in August.

Housing market activity has 
never dropped following the com¬ 
petition but, in two of the previ¬ 
ous seven World Cup years (1990 
and 1998), transactional activity 
remained steady in its wake. 

Mr Roberts added: “In 1990, the 
tournament coincided with the 
cusp of an economic and housing 
downturn that was to last two 
years. 

“In relative terms, the World 
Cup bumped up activity and 
helped prevent an enormous 
short-term decline. 

“But we are now on the other 
side of a housing downturn and 
expect the steady recovery to 
remain on track, with house 
purchase activity to climb after 
the World Cup.” 

However, Scott Ford, senior 
manager at Hamptons Interna¬ 
tional, says it has not affected 
activity at their branch in 
Epsom. 

He said: “The past couple of 
weeks have been our busiest this 
year so we have not seen any sign 
of slow-up due to the World Cup.

Stoneleigh pole vaulter Joe 
Ive has put himself in 
contention for a place in the 
England team for this year’s 
Commonwealth Games, 
writes Stuart Amos. 

The 23-year-old, competing 
in only his second event this 
year, cleared 5.35m to win the 
UK Championships and 
European Trials title in 
Birmingham on Sunday - 
recording 15cms more than 
the qualifying height for India 
in October. 

Former Sutton & District 
athlete Ive, who has switched 
to Belgrave Harriers and now 
trains at Brunei University, 
has put a succession of back 
and shin injuries behind him.

“The highest I got was 
reserve team keeper, which 
made me third choice 
overall. 

“I played a couple of games 
for the first team when we 
went on a pre-season tour to 
Switzerland one year.” 

Ramos played alongside the 
likes of current World Cup 
stars Tiago and Simao, and 
even came up against 
Cristiano Ronaldo in one 
reserve game. 

But upon reaching the age 
of 21, the keeper decided he 
needed a change, which 
brought him to these shores. 


Ramos added: “I always 
loved English football and 
the opportunity came along 
to come over and play for 
Torquay United. 

“I jumped at the chance to 
be honest, although it did not 
work out that well. 

“There is a massive differ¬ 
ence between club football in 
Portugal and club football in 
England. 

“From Torquay, I went to 
Weymouth and then on to 
Yeovil, where I had a good 
time with Gary Johnson.” 

Eventually, Ramos found 
himself at Hampton & Rich¬ 


mond, before a switch to 
Walton Casuals earned him 
player-of-the-year honours 
for the Stags last season. 

Now 26, he is happy to 
move to Leatherhead, but 
admits he still yearns to per¬ 
form at a higher level. 

He added: “I am looking 
forward to going to Leather¬ 
head as Mick Sullivan is very 
ambitious and it seems a 
good move for me. 

“They did really well last 
year and it will be a good 
challenge for me to try and 
become their number one 
keeper.”
